I assume they would be available from the 
actual issuers of each wood, but I expect that there would be no more of the ‘Tom Rogers’ 
woods available. 
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ALASKAN CHRONICLE: - continued - by David Phillips 
FOGCUTTER BAR: & 


An interesting Alaska wood recently came my way. It is from “O’Riley’s Fogcutter Bar” in 
Haines, Alaska. 

O’Riley was an Irish Setter and was a pet of one of the Bar owners. O’Riley used to lie in the 
sun, on the sidewalk, in front of the Bar, on Main Street. He was an obvious favourite to patrons 
and the locals alike. He was very much, a character, or was of such ‘good character’, that he 
usually garnered a few votes for the Mayor in the local civic elections! 

The ‘wood’ or “chip” as they were usually referred to, was given to a customer to show that 
he/she had a drink coming, thus the inscription “Rain Check” and ‘Rain Check Good For One 
Drink’. In Alaska it is against the law to have more than one drink in front of you at any given 
time. 

One of the owners has told me that in the twenty-five or so years that the Fogcutter Bar has 
been in existence, they have gone through close to 15,000 of these ‘woods’, ‘chips’! 
Obviously these ‘chips’ are kept as souvenirs “as a reminder of the swell time had at the 
Fogcutter”. 

The image on the obverse is a self-portrait of one of the owners. The image and all the 
printing are done in a mid blue colour. The size of the wood is the standard 38 mm. 


This same ‘Fogcutter Bar’ has also a substantial metal token. It’s inscription reads “Good For 
One Premium Cocktail At The Fogcutter Bar’. 

These metal tokens have a blue background with white writing and a gold ‘* 1 Cocktail ’. The 
‘helmsman at the wheel’ is also a gold colour. 


Interestingly, “O’Riley’s” does not appear on this token. I’m informed that over 15,000 of & 
these tokens have been distributed over the years, as well.
